THE EIGHT-HOUR LAW.

Ir mASR boen rumored for some days past that
the Presidont was aboul to issue a proclamuation
dofining the rate of wages in Govornmoent work-
shops under the Eight-hour Iaw of Congress,
approved June 25, 1868, Yesterdny the proci
mulion Was made, and, contrury Lo anoral ex-
pectation, it declures that there shall be no e
duetion of wages on account of the roduction ol
the hours of labor,
both the mdvocates and the opponents of the
elght-hour aystem, as It ks In direct opposition
to the opinion of the Attorney-{lieneral.

Geperal Grant hag followed the example of
General Jackson in giving the nation to undoer-
stand that, however ready he may be to ask the
advice of tho members of his CUabinet, he reserves
for himself the privilege of ncting according to
hin own judgment. Congress said nothing defi-
nitely about the wages that ghould be pnid for
elght bours' labor, and it left unrepealed the old
law providing that the Government disbursing
officers ahould be gulded by the compensation
paid for similar labor In private establishments,
And yet, in the Ianguage of the proclamation,
the new enactment ropealed all wets wnd parts
of acts inconsistent therewith,” and General
Grant has docided, in this conttiet of laws, to
strike n bold blow for the eight-hour men.

Aa matters were progressing, the demagogies
who voted for the enactment had a eapltal op-
portanity to surround the administration with
odinm. They could claim to be the especial
frionds of the workingman, and attack the Presi-
dent for withholding the boon of big pay for
litde work. But he has silenced this battery by
a stroke of his pen, and tanght Congress thut he
will respect rather the spiric of their enact-
menta, and their obvious meaning, than the
hair-splitting  Interpretations made by
critical lawyor. Astorney-General Hoar
i e counsgcl of a  private  individuul,
would have acted if client had asked
his opinion in reference 1o the payment of o
doubtful clnim, He denied its valldivy, loaving
those who felt aggrieved to seck redress in the
courts, or to substantinte thelr demand by more
doefinite legislation. Judge Kelley, who an-
nounces himself an advoeate of the eight-hour
aystem, at the same time sustains the aetion ot
the Attorney-General and the Secretary of the
Nary. DBut Grant has chosen to take s broader
and more comprehensive view of the question,
and instead of assuming the responsibility of an
alleged resistance to the real meaning of a Con.
gressional enactment, he has given the Govern-
ment employes instead of the Government the
benefit of the existing doubta, and thrown back
upon Congress the responsibility of declding
whetlier they desire their law of 1862 or their
Inw of 1808 to be mont stringently executed.

The importance of this dispute has boen
greatly exaggerated. The power of Congress
extends only to Government workshops and
Goyernment service, and It can only affect, in
an infiniteaimal degree, by example, the rate of
wiges in private establishments, We hope, how-
ever, that sinee the experiment I8 to be tried, it
may be made as useful us possible, nnd that
accurate records may be kept, showing the dit-
ference in the aetual product of the lubor of o
given number of men working respectively
under the two systems. If the loss of time does
not involve a clear corresponding loss of pro-
duction, that fact should be demonsteated: and
if. on the other hand, the clamor for the eiglt-
hour rule amounte to nothing more than o du-
mand for incrensed wages, that fact should be
established beyond all cavil.

In the present position of the conntre, the
whole American people are morally |_-..-|'m] 10
work harder than ever. They must provide not
only for present necessities and for thuir futir
welfare, but, at the same time, bear the burden
of a gigantic debt. No more inopportune mo-
ment for an elght-hour agitation could have
been chosen.
